ston said, "Actually, I think 
the surpluses may be even 
higher than the Governor 
estimates.’’ 

Cranston declared that the 
sharply diminishing surplus 
in the second year was not 
necessarily Indicative of a 
downward trend that would 
automatically confront the 
state in 1965 with either a 
dangerous deficit or the 
need for new taxes. 

Factors determining the 
long range economic picture, 
the controller said, would 
include the outcome of cur¬ 
rent federal tax reduction garden 
legislation, federal decisions 
on defense and space pro¬ 
jects, developments in world 
trade, and California’s suc¬ 
cess in achieving the fullest 
po.ssible employment for an 
ever-increasing labor sup¬ 
ply- 

"Some of these can be con¬ 
trolled or at least influenced 
to a degree within the 
state,’’ said Cranston, "But 
others are dependent pri¬ 
marily on national and 
world conditions and deci¬ 
sions. 

"For instance, it is esti¬ 
mated that a $10 billion fed¬ 
eral tax cut would result in 
$198 million more in state 
revenues and $206 million in 
local tax revenues in Cali¬ 
fornia, over and above our 
normal increases. 

"It would mean the im¬ 
mediate availability of new 
funds for consumption and 
investment, thus creating 
more jobs. Further, the re¬ 
sultant economic expansion 
would significantly broaden 
the local property tax base 
through new construction 
and investment in other tax¬ 
able property.” 

Cranston said the employ¬ 
ment situation will be in¬ 
fluenced by Increasing auto¬ 
mation and by the success 
of training programs to meet 
new demands of business 
and industry.

World famed contralto Marian Anderson was honored 
in special ceremonies on ’Tuesday at the preview presenta¬ 
tion of the new Marian Anderson rose, held in the Pageant 
of Roses Garden, Rose Hills 
Memorial Park, Whittier. 

More than 200 Southern 
California civic officials, 
music patrons, and cultural 
leaders attended an invita¬ 
tional tea with her in the 
as guests of the 
Board of Trustees of Rose 
Hills. Mrs. Leiland Atherton 
Irish acted as mistress of 
ceremonies for the brief pro¬ 
gram, which opened with a 
welcome from Mr. R. L. Mc- 
Nitt, Jr., Rose Hills presi¬ 
dent. 

The ceremony marked the 
first time in history that a 
rose has been named in 
honor of a living Negro per¬ 
sonage. 

Also taking part in the 
program was a delegation 
from the Marian Ander.son 
Elementary School in the 
Willowbrook School District, 
headed by its first principal, 

William Enemas, and the 
current principal, Frank 
Brown. Three students pre¬ 
sented Miss Anderson with 
a bouquet of 24 roses, one 
from each classroom at the 
school. When Miss Anderson 
attended the school’s dedi¬ 
cation in 1959, the students 
presented her with a bou¬ 
quet of 17 roses, which rep¬ 
resented the number of 
classrooms at that time.

In most cases of reappal- 
sals the land residual 
method which I described 
last week is used. But some¬ 
times the “building residual 
value” method will be pre¬ 
ferred. 

Consider an “improperly” 
improved area: for instance, 
land originally zoned resi¬ 
dential, later rezoned for 
multiple dwellings and not 
yet fully covered with apart¬ 
ment buildings. There are 
some older one -family 
homes amidst apartment 
buildings. Let us use one 
such residence as example. 

Here the residual land 
value method would give a 
very misleading figure. The 
land value calculated first 
by the land residual method 
would have to be adjusted 
to a more adequate average, 
and this then deducted from 
the unit value to give, as 
final result, the building re¬ 
sidual value. 

This reversed procedure 
would be necessary because 
the land residual method 
presupposes that the im¬ 
provements constitute the 
“highest and best” use of 
this property.

Bleeding hearts In the welfare field have decried the 4 - 
tendency of some county officials to conduct surprise “bed- ^ 
check” raids on the homes of supposedly fatherless families , 
living on relief. The general plaint has beep that this is 
some sort of invasion of privacy, although the Investlga- ♦ 
tions have turned up a goodly number of men in residence 
where no man was supposed to be. ^ 

It seems significant, however, that in one county alone, — 
Alameda, $20,000 was saved in the first six months of this 
year because of such raids, which were staged in January. 
The savings came from adjustment in or cancellation of 
support in cases where chiselling was proved. 

Bedchecks may not be the ideal solution to welfare 
chiselling; but with results like that, it would seem be¬ 
holden upon the objectors to come up with a better method 
of making our relief handouts truly effective.
